Jeun Waddell, who has 
been in mental homes in 
Scotland and Canada, was 
terrified that she. would 
be locked up as insane, 
psychiatrists told the 
Glusgow court. - 
It was only in January that 

sho lett a hospital near Glasgow 

atter six weeks there. 

“But she became terrified 
that she might be sent back 
again,” said one psychiatrist. 

“So she told me she formed 
a plan. She said that her 
wishes were to get out of the 
world by duing something 
terrible. 

“On her way home she saw 
a little boy and girl and 
invited them to her house. She 
collected more children. 

“Her intention, she suid, was 
to throw the children out of the 
window. In fact, she threw out 
five. She gave as her reason

that she would rather be hanged 
than go back ‘to Hnawkhead 
Mental Hospital.”
